rts. But eſpecially in the tyme of the maſte Puiſſaunt and 
vertuous king ZBrandiſme/,whiche haupng by his pꝛoweſſe 
and valiauncy conquered many Realmes and Pzoninces, 
as Norwatze , Swethlande, and Denmarke , inſtituted alſo the 
oꝛder of the twelue couragious knightes of greate Bri- 
tame, beyng ſuche, and endued with ſo greace foce and va- 
liauncie , that fewe their likes were as then to bee founde 
tn the whole wazlde. Amonge whom, foz moſte valiaunc 
was the kinge Ferrande of Norwaie , Dom Grandi/aor and 
Dom ©Murcibel king of Deumarke. The reſt alſo becauſe - 
ol their bounty,dexteritie and boulyneſſe in matters of Ar - 
mes were pꝛaiſe wozthp, Foz this occaſion was 
king Brandiſinel much feared and redoubced of his neigh⸗ 
boures and boꝛderers, yet no leſſe beloued of them faz his 
tourteſte, liberalitie, lenitie, and itie, wich other ver» 
| in hym And in 
ſuche ſoꝛte, that there mas nat hee whiche ( doyng hym che 
moſt toyleſome and agreable ſeruice het coulde) did not yet 
eſteeme himſelf. moſt happy ta he inſinuated into his good 
grace and fauour,ſo to gaine his grations amitie. But the 
facall Sifters(moſt impious. and enuious ofthe good ſuc- 
ceſſe and felicitie of humaine kinde , and ofthoſe eſpecially - 
whiche retaine a ſingular contentment and pleaſure to bee 
in the fellowſhip and acquaintaunce ofaPzince ſo vertu- 
dus and debonaire )bereft them the ſhinpng gleames of no- 
uleneſſe and myꝛdur of Chiualry out of this wozlve, ſhꝛea⸗ 
ding a ſonder the laſt th2&@de of this ſo vertuous a king, the 
pere ok grace after the death of our Sauiour Jeſus Chziſt, 
418. che 6. yere of his age, and 3 2. of his — or

the couragious knightes his Subicctes recetucd with his 
molt pꝛiuate and belt frendes. In ſo muche that(as recoun- 
tech vs the Hiſto2ie) there were ſuche of them as remained 
twoo oz thꝛee Ponethes, without power to refrainethem- 
ſelues from weeping and lamenting molt bictertie , when 
as it came to them in minde of the Bountie and Uercue of 
that noble Pꝛince. And chieflye the wozthy olde and/or 
Duke of Normandy , a Pꝛinte ſurelie amongeſtthe Sage 
and hardy, muche commendable. Neuertheleſſe as there is 
noe griefe ſo greate,whiche in courſe of tyme (a quite con · 
ſumer ok all thinges) is not pur foo2the of remembyaunce: 
So foz iuſte cauſe this good Loꝛde of Normandy, together 
with the reſte whiche were moſte dolefull fo the lolle of x 
Ring ſo debouaire andvertuons,at laſte made ende of their 
plaintes arid lamentations, And foz iuſte cauſe ſaye J, in 
chat he lefte them foz ſuccefſour, a Sonne of his, begotten 
by his deere and lopall Spouſe and Wife Florixe ( whiche 
not many petes befoze had departed this life) whiche ſaide 
ſonne a e death ofhis Father was Heire, not vnely of 
his terreine Dominions and Poſſeſſions , but alſo of his 
moſt rare and ſinguler vertues. Fo? beſides that he was a 
good knight, pzudent and hardy paſt meaſure, beeyng of a 
large 1 members well made, foꝛmed and pꝛopoz⸗ 
tioned in equality, he one wich che others, ol lixe oz ſeauen 
and twentie peres of age :o there aboutes: he was alſo had 
in reputation foꝛ the moſt ſage, modeſt e toutteous Pꝛince 
ol his tyme. In ſo muchthat (to make bꝛiefe ) no man could 
require oʒ with any thing pꝛoper oꝛ conuement ſoꝛ ſo great 
aperſonage as his, whereofhis valiauncie and inuincible 
pꝛoweſſe was not beautiſied and adozned. This ſame was 
called Foridamant, the which did neuer finde man (ot what 
koꝛce oʒ puiſſaũce ſoever he were) who daring to Juſt with 
bym. hadde not gruen plaruly to fecle and vnderſtande, thes 
he was peereleſle and not matcheable, Fo2 this cauſe thete 
was no knight in all Bzittaigne the 1 NNeche at his 
| if, newe 
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newe arriuall to the Crowne, did not deliberate and deter · 
ine to conuerte and tourne the lamentattons and wee- 
pinges of his Fathers death into iopes and gladneſſe, fo2 
ng after the lolle of a good Lozde ard Pater, recoue- 

red and receaued a better kyng , To whom there lacked ſo 
litle, chat he ſhould degenerate from the hountie and good: 
nes ofhis pꝛedeceſſour, chat by his dertue ( whiche rather 
mo2e then leſle did hym illuſtrate) he did in ſuche ſozt ſtriue 
and endeuour in equalitie of valiauncie, and good behaui- 
aur to imitate and counteritale hynt,that his Ruightes, 
P2inces.and Barons, with ocher of his Uaſſailes and 
Deruauntes , thought in no wiſe to haue chaunged their 
Maiſter: who vuwillyng co omit anye tote of his greace 
magnikicence, a while afcer his Cozonemente, made and 
gaue ſo many faire and Godly Giftes and P:eſences , not 
onely to the couragious knightes his Dabieces, but alſo 
to ſuch ſtraungers as were come to viſite him, and to make 
offer ta hym of their ſeruice ( beepag nothyng ignoꝛaunt 
that liberalitie rendꝛeth men ſubiect and bounde towardes 
thoſe whiche vle it: that there was noche, whiche vuicked:; 
and pꝛouoked with a deſire to doe him agreableſeraice,(ſo 
muche his lenity and liberality had charmed and enchaun · 
ted their affections, would not willinglie haue put his tife 
in hazarde, foz the maintenaunce x conſeruat ion ot his ho ⸗ 
nour. And fo} that, chat a lietle afozethe deceaſe of the goon 
king Br. andiſmei his Father, he had eſpouſed the daughter 
of king Barrachen of Scotlande, named Bellizeme,a Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe as ſage and vertuous,as faire and gracious(foz fewe 
there were) who then fo; beauty & good grace,durſte com⸗ 
pare with her:) There were come to viſicte hym, che twoo

Wherin it is meete you knowe, that J am by birche of che 
Lande of Chace. and Daughter 


of a Noble and vertuaus 
RKynge,named CMmoberis , who in hys tyme hath beene as 


uer, but ſo ſmallye fauoured of Foztune, that nowe ſhe 
fuffereth hym to conſume the refte of his age ſo miſeta⸗ 


bly as is poſſible to imagine: fo2 that he liuethj in a Puſon 


made cruef{ and tirannous, with a toʒment tenne hundzeth 
tpmes moꝛe ſharpe then the hozrour of death it ſelle. And 


thus it chaunced that one daie, as hee was in the queſte and 


purſuite ot ſtraunge adut᷑tures to make pꝛoofe ot his foꝛce 


and valure,# alſo to get pꝛaiſe and honour (the only Guer⸗ 
don of Illuſtrious and gentle hartes, as all wanderyng 
knightes accuſtomably doe) paſſing by chaunce through a 
certaine Fozreſt, he encountred a wilde Boare, whiche be- 
png ftriken and wounded through the bodie with a Darte, 
came and fell doune not farre from hym ſtarke dead, which 


he apperceiuyng, tooke and charged vppon hishozle to ca- 


ry it away: but as hee beganne to departe , there came to⸗ 
wardes hym another knight of fo ſmall ſtature, that her ex⸗ 
teeded not the height of two oz thꝛee cubites, but ther with 
ſo ſtrong and puiſſaunt, that no knight noꝛ Siaunte what- 
ſoeuer, might endure his foꝛce, and fo: this cauſe ſo fearce 
and pꝛeſumptuous, that ifhe ſawe any thing to hym not as 
greable,were it wꝛong oꝛ right. he would haue it. This fel⸗ 
lowe ſeeing the pꝛaie whiche my Loꝛde and Father caried, 
ſaid to him very ſtoutlp, that he either ſhould deliver # geue 
to hym the wild Boare out right, oꝛ otherwiſe he would let 
hym vnderffande that it was not foꝛ ſuche a one as hym to 
gainſaie any thyng to hym agreable. My father, which — 
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his Hearte ſo ſtxed and ſettled, and who was of ſo greate 
courage, that he could in no wile ſuffer ſo pꝛeſumptuous a 
hagge: to hym anſwered, that he ſhoulde not haue it with- 
out conqueſt made by the pointe ofthe Swerde. Thereon 
the litle knight whiche had to name Nabor , was ſs thaffey 
and enraged, that putting without moze woꝛdes his hande 
vpon his Swerde, he ſtroake mp milerable father ſo rude⸗ 
ly vppon the head, that at the firfle blowe hee bought hym 
doune all affoniſhed from his Hoꝛſe to the grounde: where; 
on after he had lated the wilde Boare, hetooke my Father 
berwtirt his armes and caried hym into the moſte ſtraunge 
and Butcherous Pꝛiſon, that euer was hearde ſpoken of, 
F beſides that, he hath clogged his krete with greate 
and weightie Gi ues ot᷑ Pꝛon, her ne geueth hym all the day 
to eate dought elles, but a Moꝛſell of moſt (alt Bacon, with⸗ 
dut minking moꝛe then once in twoo daies, ofthe moſte o⸗ 
dious and coꝛrupte Mater chat is to befounde : and when 
as hee purpoferh to take his journey anye where on Poꝛſe⸗ 
backe, he cauſeth hym to bee bzought foo)th to crouche te 
the grounde, that he ſetting his foote vpon his backe, may 
make hyin ſerne fo2 a Stirrope to mounte onHozſebacke: 
then ſendyng him backe to his Pꝛiſon againe, cauſeth hym 
to bee ſtourged and toꝛmented moſte cruelly, J knowyng 
this ( my Loꝛde) baue been often befo2e hym, to entreate 
hym to haue my Father raunfomed , at what he woulde re⸗ 
quire. But hee therein hath alwaies gainſaide mee, mana⸗ 
fyngmee with like crueltie , if in ſixe Ponethes J coulde 
nor pzepare and pꝛeſent a knight whiche ſhould bee able in 
iuſtyng, to bi yng hym from of his Hoꝛſe. Qhiche thyng Y 
enden to doe, haue ought hym alrrady, full many: 
parte whereo he hath ſlaine. and parte whereofhe hath put 
in a p2iſonfarre moꝛe miſerable then that of my pooze Fa- 
ther. In ſo muche that now ignoꝛaunte, of what woodde to 
frame myne Arrowes, J haue enterp2iſed to make this 
raſhe requeſt whtrhe pou haue harde.

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that bountie and pꝛo wes whiche aboue all others, makech 
you eſteemed thꝛough eache coaſt ofthe vniuerſall wozlde,

Nabet,of hom hee had aften hearve ſyeake, and fo whom 
he had ſearched in many Countries to doe the ſame , with⸗ 
out euer ſindyng hym at all, And ſeeyng than, when he leaſt 
thought thereof, the occaſion too bee miniſtred (o to fit his 
pu to make pꝛoofe ofthe fozce and valiauncie ok hys 
perlon by encountr ing with that mightie Vabot, he would 
not lette it ſlippe ſo . Nea chiefly fo: ſg iuſte an occaſion as 
that ok the Damolelles. In ſuche wile, that it was not poſ: 
ſible what pithy reaſons ſocuer one alledged to diſtourne 
and ſtaye hym from going alone into Thrace, there to comes 
bate foz ſo iuſte a Quarell.MAhereofthe Queene Bellie 
ne was much grieued and diſcomfozted , pꝛaiyng moſte in; 
ſtauntlie the valiaunt aun hardie Pzince, Hubert of @cots 
laude her bzother to beare hym companp, whiche thing hee 
pꝛomiſed her to doe. Pet þ king in no wiſe would ſuffer noz 
permit it: but deepely vowed and ſware to trauell ſalelie 


with the Damſell to geue accompliſhment to his pzomile,

Foz it behoueth you to vuderſtande, that the pꝛedecel⸗ 
ſourof ino ſoll, whiche was ſomewhat akinne and of al⸗ 
liaunce to the vertuous and mightte kyng Brandi/me/, pjes 
tendyng ſome right co the Realme of greate Bzitaine(ouc 
of the whiche by his auncetours he had been repudiate and 
reiected , fo2 takyng to wife the ſiſter of Gr ine kyng 
of Coznewalle and Jrelande, whiche then as pet helde the 
Pagan lawes and beleued on MAahounde, had mought and 
befoꝛe had tended many meanes and treaſons againſte the 
Father of valiaunt Ring Floridamant, whiche neuer laye in 
his power to execute as he pꝛetended, without daunger of 
the totall ruine both of hym and his, whiche was the cauſe, 
that his Sonne Niro ful bryng as then youg , and of ten⸗ 
der age. he cauſedhim to learne withgreateheede and dili⸗ 
gence, the Artes of Necromancy, hy ſtudiyng the bookes of 
lade, Circe, Morgre, and othrrſuche. Tothe tntente to 
reuenge hymſelle of king Brarinel, by ſut he meanes as 
Medea todke vengeaunce of the iniurie doen to her, hy her 
vnfaichfull and periuredfreende A But God whiche by 
his bountifulneſſe, voch till regarde thoſe whiche fallowe 
the right wates and Pathes, whiche he hath appointed fox 
them, with a piteous and mercrfull eye, ta take awaic all 
meanes and waits from che traitour Loꝛde of the greene 
Ie ok annoiyng che kyng of great Bzitaine, ſuffered that 
death ſhould ſende hymt doune to helle, chere to ſerue in the 
boat man (Barons Barge,afdzc he ever ſawe his ſonne - 
no fol well experimented in his arte, to bꝛyng to an ende his 
perutrfe p2etence aud wicked wil. This ſame Mino fa! not- 
withitandyug, ueeyng once atertained byhis Pother, foz 
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what otcaſion his father had cauſed hym frõ his tender ye- 


tes ſo curioully to be envoctrined, taught in this diueliſhe 
Arte(in the whiche, ſince hee was arriued to good age) hee 
was ſo ſ kilfull and experte, that fewe like to hym were as 


then to be founde. As one that was of his Fathers nature 


and diſpoſitton, that is to wit, a Traitour, wicked, and re⸗ 
uengeatiue, hee imagined in his fantaſie too put in execu⸗ 
tion the purpoſed pꝛetence of his pꝛedeteſſour. And ſoꝛ to 
bing to paſſethe ſame,he ſtill had taried till after the death 
of the good kyng Brandiſmei( ſeyng no meanes duryng his 
life to finiſhe dis conſpirac ie, and vengeable falſhodde / that 
hauyng builte the redde Caſtle, whereof J haue afoꝛe ſpo⸗ 
ken, he addꝛeſled the Damoſell towarde the Ryng Florida. 
mant, to require hym of that pon haut harde aboue recited, 
knowyng hym prompr and hardie to giue ſuccour,and aide 
to Dames and Ladies monged and offended. And foz that 
he knewe , he had often tymes, ſearched oz Vaboe to com · 
bate with hym to the ende to entrappe and withdꝛawe hym 
moe eaſety to hym, he appointed hym che meſſage, whiche 
vou haue fully ſeen in the Chapiter pꝛecedent. Foꝛ that the 
Damzell,doughter to the knight MAmoberis, whicht Nabos 
had in pꝛiſon, had ſone perceiued hym to put in pꝛactiſe, to 
deliuer her Father. whiche thyng he denied her; And ſo ma⸗ 
kyng bispyolit of her requeſt, inſtructed the Damoſell his 
couſin of the Plot befo2e ſpecified 2 who plated ſo well her 
part that ſhe bzought the Ryng alone after her, which pur- 
ſued her, ſo as is afo1e ſaied, as faſte as his hoꝛſe could ga- 
loppe, without euer atteinyng to her. Foꝝ ſhe had a palfrey 
pollelled with a Deuill, whiche the Magician there had by 
his enchauntmentes put: fo: chat he went ſo ſwiſte, that of 
all that daie nought did he but trot, without ceaſſyng, oꝛ re- 
ſtyng: and the Damoſell rapped hym exceſliuelp, feinyng 
td haue greate haſte, vntill ſuche tyme as the nocturnall 
darckneſſe, had chaſed farre into the Meſte, the ſhinpng 


charioc of Phaeton: then ſhe arined in a F ee, 
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and darcke, beyng obſcured by the manikolde bzaunches of 
irhcie Dakes,which there were innumerable,in ſo much 
that one could ſee there nomoze(FJ thinke) then within the 
moſte darckſome denne ol the pꝛofounde and tafernall hell. 
erein beeyng enteren farre afoze,, the Kyng who fill 
purſuyng her as nere as poſliblie he could, at laſte loſt ſight, 
of her: and not knowyng where ſhe was become, he ſtaled 
ſomewhat his hoꝛſe, to harken if he cauld any whit vnder⸗ 
tand the tramplyng ol her Palkreis fete, therby to follow. 
her trace:but that was in vaine. Fo2 he heard nothyng els, 
but an infinite nopſe and pellyng of ſauage beaſtes, as Bea⸗ 
res, wilde Boes, Lyons, and ſuche like, whiche made ſo, 
greate a pelling, that there ſcarce one could haue heard the 
bounſing clapps of ſoundyng Thunder. Whereof J leaue, 
pou,to thinke if the kynge had occaſion oz no, to bee aſtoni⸗ 
ſhed, and greatly abaſhed. In that J.deme none ſo ſure and 
ſtable, mhiche would not haue been afrated at that tyme,to. 
appꝛoache and enter a place ſo daungeraus. Notwitſtan- 
dyng he was of ſo magnanimious and haughtie a courage, 
that, that ſeemed to hymſelk leſſe then nothing: ſauing that 
he could no moꝛe finde out his guide and conductreſſe, But 
ende uouring hpmlelfe to ſearche foꝛ her, it was vnpollibie. 
to make his hoꝛſe either to ga foʒ ward 02 backward, what 
blowes oz ſpurres ſocuer he could vſe, And whether it was 
fo? the wearines and feeblenes ok his limmes, oz foz feare 
that hee had to ſee himſelfe in a plate ſo hydedas, after hee 
had heeue long tymc pꝛicked and ſpurred: hee on a ſadaine 
fell groueling to the earth, whereor the good king F/orid.r- 
nt hepng aduiſed, and wightly foꝛſaking the Saddle, ſee 
koote on ground, and leanyng his Clbowe againſt a Tree, 
withhis head againſte his hande, remained along ſpace in 
that ſozte, aſtoniſhed muche and merueilouſly : ſo ill ũoode 
his caſe, vatill ſuch ſeaſon as hee heard farre befoze him in. 
the Fozreſta voyce Feminine, which complained moſt bit⸗ 
terly Then plucking vp his harte,he thought to haue been, 
m. 
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in no daſiger at all, and blamyng himſelffo2 hauyng remai⸗ 
ned ſadde and penſine ſo long, was ſomewhat eaſed in that 
he had heard a humatne voyte, in a place ſo roughe and ſa- 
uage, wherem he deemed els to haue been, but out · 
ragidus and cruell beaſtes.

Knight, wherkoze is it that pou haue ſo 
outragioufly and cowardlike miſufed a Damoſeil whiche 
came in my companie , whom not long ſince J haue heard 
cdplaine here abostes. It well appeareth that you care not 
fo2 that oꝛder ofknighthood whiche you haue taken, when

trated from hym, repentyng hym but co late)ofhisfollie, 
Notwithſtandpng, he crauatled ſo farre a foote ( fo? fal: 
tyng)here and there, that about Pidvaiehe deganne to a-. 
bamon the Fozeſt:a mile from the whiche, he mette an he; 
remite in a tower coznered pathe, who kneelyng deuoutely 
afoze the Croſſe, readbuſtlie his Pactens, with ſpectacles 
on hisnoſe:fo: he was ſo old and that he ſawe but lit ⸗ 
tle,in ſo muche that the Kyng was full nere. afoze he could 
diſcrie hym. But ſeeyng hym armed as he was, the viſier of 
his healme being let doune, he had ol him ſo great feare, that

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of, x hauing humbly ſalutedhym,reaſoned with him in this 
ſozte: Fon Gods ſake Father, (ſaied he) bee you not hyng a- 
ſtonied ol me, foꝛ J am nought els but as you are: alſo tell 
me where J might ſinde a place to repoſe my ſelf, and cake 
ſome retettion: fo ſince yeſter date Pouyng. baue J nei⸗ 
ther eaten no2 dꝛunken. hereby I! fiele mp ſelf ſo feble and 
weake, that  paine I can vneth ſuſtaine my ſelf, The good 
manne Heremice hearyng hym ſpeake of God, hauyng ta⸗ 
ken courage to hym, aunſweredhym in Lacine with like 
wooꝛdes: Panne, I knowe not what thou demaundeſt, but 
if thou wilte vouchſafe co repoſe thy ſelf in my little Celle, 
I will giue thee to dzinke water of the cleare Fount aine, 
whiche is there nere vnto vs, and alſo J haue fome C heſte⸗ 
nuttes, and rostes of Yearbes boiled ſince peſter night, 
whereof if thou wilte thou maieſt tate. The Ryng whiche 
vnderſtaode Latine, knewe well that he could ſpeake no o⸗ 
ther waies: wherefoze he aunſwered hym in the ſame lan⸗ 
guage, that he was thereof content. 

In ſo muche beeyug come into the Heremites Cell, hee 
eate with a rtaſonable good appetite certain Cheſtnuttes, 
the whiche the old man gaue hym verie daintely, deemyng 
by bym ſelf that fewe would ſuffice hym : after whiche ha⸗ 
uyng dꝛonken a good cuppe of the fozeſated Fountain wa⸗ 
ter he departed; (not without greate thankes to the Here 
mite giuen)Leaſonably well ſaciffied, with the (ufenaunce 
of that fumpeuous banket.

Notwithſfan- 
dyng he pet reioyſed lome what, that the ſea was calme, and 
quiet, hauyng none other winde to toſſe oꝭ trouble it but a 
\weete and pleaſauunt Amd hauyng remained in 
this ſoꝛte. wander ing vpon the ſea, without trouble 
ok any Tempeſt,hauing noughe to eare but certaine courſe 
bꝛead, peeces whereof hee founde in the Boate, till ſuche 
tyme as her might diſcouer and per ceiue, in the moznpng 
when the Sunne began to ſhine vpon that parte, where his 
veſſell pzerenved to cake Lande, a faire Ilande garniſhed 
and munited with a multitude ok faire leauie Trees, and 
graſſie greene Peadowes, and in the miſt therot, appꝛoa 
ching nearer and nearer, the hautie Towers of anexcee- 
ding faire Caſtell whiche there was pight .

That is to wit, a litele place in his backe mawyng 
to warde the right fide,full of heare, and like in purtrature 
eo a fierce and fell Lion, hauyng his Tongue out —

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mouthe, whereby the had hope that hee ſhoulde in tyme bee. 
come an hardie and valiaunte Knight. Seeyng that there 
was none other reaſon but that nature had brought foo2th, 
ligned and marked it in ſuche fozme fo: ſome ſuch pu rpoſe. 
But duryng this thought of hers, beho lde there aviued 
a troupe of Rnightes and Damolelles, whiche-bzought 
thither a faire hozle litter, all wzought within with Blewe 
veluet,who went with greate haſte toward the place where 
the Queene was: and findyng her in the ſame cakyng,that 
21 Damoſell Anti xiliane had lefte her, liftyng her vp loft- 
laied her in a good bedde whiche was in the Liter, with 
the litle baby by ber, whom her — — 
red with riche clothynges, hꝛought redie fo2 that 
which doen, thet quickly conuaied her to the Caſtell of — 
rando/.Uthere thei no ſonet atiued, but the Pzince Ferrand 
of Noz waie, whiche was in the Citie of London, without 
further delaye, with a greate troupe of iluſtrious and va- 
liaunt knightes,came to viſite her, muche loyous andplea- 
ſep ol ſo good an aduenture,truſtpng that now the Queens 
would fo} cuer after,leaue of her griefes and complaintes-:

"Fox after the Baptiſme of the Anfaunte che whichei 
greate pompe and magniſicence, the Rynge Ferraude ot 
No)wate, hym ſelf had holden ouer the Fonte, wich the 
maide A»tz5/iane : the one in the name ofthe Ryng Belli 
gent of Fraunce,who was a greate frende to the Ryng F/0« 
ridamant. ; The other repꝛeſentynge the Perſone of tho 
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Quene of Scotlaud)they cauſed to be made ready; Liſtes 
win the City of London, in the great place ofthe Pallaice, 
Ethe next day tomake Pzoclamacid of che publike Juſtyne 
of the Pꝛince Ferraade of No maie, and 
his couragious couſin Gradilaor, who in Julting chalẽged 
all goers > rowers lonrho patees wherofhe pꝛeſcribed two 
gate Genettes of „white as Swannes, trapped 
———.— ofthe ſame coulour, all embꝛop⸗ 
dꝛed and ght with fine golde of Cipꝛus, wholie to re⸗ 
matne to theim , whiche were not diſhozfed at the Juftes, 
Audchei pzoclaimed that wholvener ſhould take in hande 
— ones giue to the victours one of the faireſt; 
— iche tokens, that ever thei had reteiued ot their 
8: and if perchaunce there were founde any, who 
— — affection, in a place too haultie 
and difficile, were ſo vnfozcunace in bis Loues , that he nes 
uer had received any, he Gould bee bounde, and holden to 
faſte wholie s,without either meate 02 dztnke,ſa: 
uyug bꝛeade and water, and he ould fulfill his pzomille, 
Moꝛeouer it was alſo ſaied, that all choſe whiche ſhould 
pꝛoteſt that thei were free, exempte frõ the flames of loue,

It ſhall bee expedient, Sir 
knight. no diſpicaſure(ſaied the Heraulde)t hat if you be of 
the ſide and want a Piftres with Rynges, that 
vou maye go kiſle ch, Pum:ye wot where. At this clokev 
knauiſhe „ was greate laughter moued, not onelp 
to tht byſtanders, butaiſo * 
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who although he (awe hymſelfmocked ) was tle o no⸗ 
thyng thereat diſpleaſed 
But (to come to the matter againe) the Juſtynges bee⸗ 
pug opeuly Pꝛoclaimed, as is afoze ſaied, one might haue 
ſeen knightes of all partes, ta pꝛepare theim ſelues to the 
ſame,on the one ſide of the Liſtes: aud on the other ſide the 
twoo b)aue warriers Dow Ferrande of No2waie,and Dow 
Grandilaor his Caſine, fully determined to make that daie, 
ſuche a pzoofe of their knightly p2owelle , that wotthe ly 
thei ſhould bee judged valiauut at thoſe Juſtes aboue ail g« 
thers.And eſpecially the yoũge Gr ilaor, who ſo feite his | 
fazce and ſtrengthe to redouble and encreaſe, becauſe of a | 
certaine white Plume of Feathers, whiche he caried vpon 

the creſte of his Helmet, giuen hym chat daie by the Da⸗ 
maſell Aix his Ladie and Piltreſle, ( fo2 whole: 
Loue he felte create tozmentes ) that vuder her fauour, he 
{bould behaue hym ſelf ſo well ac the Juſtes , that he migbt 
becomovicozious, be entred firfte into the ſielde, mounted 
vpon a bꝛaue courſer of Aralue, ſo well trained and pacev, 
that co (ehymmannadge;carrire, and bꝛaue it iu the ape, 
one would haue iudged hym of no leſſe deſire to the matter. 
then his maiſter:who giuyng hym the ſpurre finely(as wel 
he could) remained ſo ſure and bnumoueable in the ſaddle, 
pea , and with ſuche a grace , that to viewe hym, there was 
none ofthe lookers on, whiche thought not verely that fox 
his parte, the Pꝛyte of that Tournap ſhould not bee loſte. 
And the like. ſaied thei oft hat valiaunt pzince of Rozwaie, 
who purſued hym full nere: fo in pꝛoweſſe and Chiualrie, 
he ſurpaſſed eche other knight of greate Bzitaine.

The Hyſtorie 
was none ſo harvie and valiaunt, whiche was not greatly 
aſtoniſhed and abaſhed at this ſodaine e ſtraunge mutat ion 
of tyme: foi neuer any ot them that were in chat companie, 
had ſeen the like chaunce , But pet thei had moze cauſe of 
maruaile,when alter hauyng a while beholden thzoughthe 
the ayze, whiche waxed yet moze darcke, eſpectallpaboute 
the Caftell, a multitude of hideous flames of fire, as redde 
as bloud, thei heard ſuche a terrible and bnaccuſtomed cthfi« 
derclappe, that one would haue ſaied, that Dathan with all 
the wicked ſpirites of the infernall Panſion, had been al; 
ſembled to ruinate and pluc ke doune the Caſtell, vaco che 
verie foundation: whiche ſtraightewaies after, hauyng 
bꝛought therc a terrible keare vpon them all. vaniſbed. And 
beeyng ceaſſed, the ayde became in leſſe then an home, as 
cleare and b)ight as afoze . But thoſe that were aſſembley 
ina troupe, foſid thẽ ſelues farre diſperſed eche frb others, 
raunced ſcattered here & there moze then a Bow ſhoote: 
becauſe their hozſes beepng afrated of che greate bzute, 
whiche thei had heard, did ſeparate theim ſelues the one ftõ 
the other on euery parte · But ſeyng an olde Tow)e,whiche 
was at the ende of the old walles ofthe Caſtel parke, ourr- 
couered moe then twoo Foote thicke with Jute , ſome 
greene, ſome withered,to bee no moe there, gatheryng the 
themleluestogcther,theiran haſtcly cowardes that parte, 
to ſee where it was become. And beeyng there ariued,thet 
found it all couered with aſhes,+ plucked in peeces ſmaller 
then duſte: as alſo thei perceiued befozetho gate of the Ca- 
Kell,cwoo greate pillars of Parble white andgrate, cutte 
and pighe kower ſquare, the moſte faire that might be ſeen; 
luſteinyng theim ſelues about by an arche, moſte magnifi- 
cenclie emboſſed and grauen with woozkesDamaſkinne, 
vnder the whiche was the · purtrature of a Paiden, richely 
apparelled like a Meynpbe, and ſo faire that Beautie her ſelf 
might not bee named, but by her name: hauyng a ſmilyng 
countenaunce., wherein ſparcled and ſhinev ſo liuelp, tho 


glimſyng 
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glimlyng clearneſſe of twoo faire eyes, that it was ſuffi- 
ciente, to lighten the night befoze the gate ofthe Caſtell, 
as though there had beene twos greate Tozches, foz that 
purpoſe : and the reſidue ſo like a liuyng creature, that no- 
thyng but onely ſpeache was in her wantyng, And mozeo⸗ 
uer this Paiden had aboute her necke', a greate chaine of 
gold,mozeof waight then a thouſande talentes, the which 
hanged doune a whole mannes height befoze her feete. And 
at the ende therofhanged a Tablet wzought all about, and 
in the middeſt thereof were waicten theſe verſes re 
in letters of golde. | 
The Liom whelpe beyng ſlolne awaie once by the Done, 
The royall Egle u- — becke cruciiy, 
Pearce through his harte:but yet tholde Lion then ſet free, 
Beyng puiſſante ſhall m gardithat no miſchaunce he prone, 
And in her right bande ſhe had a litt le ſcrole, wherein was 
witten this wodꝛde Oris, and in her lefte hande ſhe had a 
bꝛaunche of Oltue:and vppon one ofthe Pillars, ſixe foote 
beigh fromthe grounde, was engrauen in Greeke letters, 
the ſubſtannee ok theſe verſes. 
Once enter did the Wolues the Foreſt thicke into, 
With bunger to deuoure the flocks moſte fraile and weakgs

But it neuer reſted in any ofthe knightes powers, wha | 
read and reuiled it many tymes (whereof there was my 
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woke ofhyma Speare, whiche he had in his hande, fo 
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that were well lettered and cunnpng)to know rightly how 
to enterpꝛete it. Whiche was cauſe that remainyng mar: 
ueilouſly aſtoniſhed at this nouelt ie, chei retired all coward 
the place where the Liſtes were pꝛepared, foꝛ to fich their 
enterpꝛiſed Tourney: wherein was man a launce Hoken; 


and many a knight caſt to the grounde, by the valiauncte of 


the two couragious knightes Dom Ferrand of Noz waie, c 
bis colin Dom Grandilaor, wheron many did penaunce, and 
that greate,fo2 chte dates ſpace after. And the cwo-Defen- 
dauntes gained muche fauour of many knightes , whiche 
there acquired hate and diſdaine , in recompence of their 
Dames. Foz there was founde but one,whiche was not a- 
mourous , and in Lone, called Dow Gillan: of Bartage ho 
was of the number of the twelue couragious knightes of 
Greate B1itain,moſte hardie and cunnyng in his weapon, 
but in Juſtes hee was caſte daune ta the yearthbp Dom... 
Grandilaor , after the bꝛeakyng offower Staues, without. 
remoupng bimſelle: hut at the fifte he was diſhozſed where · 
with hee was ſo chaffed and angred, that hee woulde not 
perfozme the decrees ofthe game. Whiche thyng Grandi- 
laor (eepng,laiedtobym.; Rnight , will pe not got kiſſe the 
Rynges and feece ofthe Lavies, as it was accozded befoze 
we came to the Juſtes, che one agaiuſte the other No, aun · 
ſwered Dom Gillam io I am not boũde to doe that againſt 
my will. And pꝛeſentiy thꝛough the greate diſpleaſure he

But ſcarce had he re⸗ 
mained the ſpace of one hower, in the fozgetfulnes ofthys 
lleepe, but chat he awaked: and ſuppoſing that it had beene 
now bꝛoade daie, bee cauſe of the greate glimeryng ofthe 
Poane, which encred into his Chamber windowes 
ol che ſame ( whiche he had of purpoſe lefte open) he haſtelie 
called his Squire, whiche was laide in another Chamber 
next to his, tolooke if Pournyng as yet in any wiſe apea- 
redꝛand cauſed hym to cloathe h to watthe (( and lo to 
aduertiſe hum, when the daie began to dzawe neereꝛexpꝛeſſe⸗ 
ly eniopnpng hym not to faile to aduertiſe hym thereof in- 


tontinentiy, and herevpon ſent hym into the ſtable to dꝛeſle 
and make ready his Hoꝛſe, againſt his ſpedp departure. all 
whiche , he did willyngly.

And in this cogitation 
abode he ſo long, that Geliaſte was retour ned from the ſta⸗ 
ble: whom a newe he cauſed to ſet open the Windowes, to 
beholde if the glimmeryng light of Cynthia woulde as yet 
depart and geue place, in the Celeſtiall vaute ofthe our: 
nyng ſkie,Peſſenger of her Bzother PHeb us. But he aun- 
Iwered hym, noe, (becauſe of the greate deſire that he had to 
lleepe) although Aurora began as then to waxe red:whiche 
bought to paſle that the Youthe , and likewiſe his pooze 
Squire fell both a ſleepe , till ſuche tyme that the Dunne, 
was well eleuate from the Indian Regions, and began to 
caſt his Rates vpon their faces. Tlhereof Ge/ia#te whiche 
inhis Cloathes was couched vpon a little fielde bed in hts 
Maiſters Chamber, beyng firſt awaked, runne halfe a llepe 
as hee was, to awake the Pouthe:who muche blamed bpm, 
that he had not doen it afoze thi: but he ware to hym by his 
honeſtie, that he had called hym cwoo howers ſince: but be- 
cauſe ofhis ſound llepe, he had ſuffered him to reſte ſtill:and 
better to cbfirme his ſaipng,he ſaid that he had well bzoken 
his faſt, and dzunken a good Cuppe of white Wine whiche 
was geuen hym. Wherefozethe Youthe blamyng his too 
muche lluggilþneſle, conuerted g tourned the anger on him 
ſell. And taking in greate haſte his apparell, by the helpe of 
his Squire, was quickly cloathed and alſo harniſed. Than 
deſcendyng doune into the Halle, founde his bꝛeakefaſte all 
readie, where he had ſcarce either eaten 02 dꝛunke, but he 
mounted vpon his bꝛaue Hoꝛſe Lycocepha/,andhis Squire 
bppon an other: & after leaue & congee taken of the Noble 
Fairie Oꝰri, & of the faire Naiades, who at his departure 
wept aud mourned bitterly ,he-departed and went ſtraight 
towardes the Pozte,where he founde a Barke full fraughs 
ted & appointed ready to paſſe, wherein whẽ he was embar⸗ 
Red, the Pilot launched foꝛth and hoifte vp ſailes, the winde 
being to thẽ fauozable.

Moneth, without any daunger of ſhipwzacke, oz any other 
tempeſte. At ende whereofchey tooke Lande, in ahauen 
bekoze the Citie of Conſtantinople, late in an euening. And 
then when the Mozuyng was come, the Pouch ofthe Fats 
ries beyng landed with his Squire G affe, mounted on 
Hozſebacke all armed except his Head and Armes, whiche 
were adozned with verie faire and riche Garmentes, 
wente on ſtreight towarde the Pallace of che Emperour, 
whiche as then was at Deuine ſeruice:and therefoꝛe he re⸗ 
mained on hozſe backe ſtill in the Courte, attendyng to ſee 
his comming from out ofthe Chapell, not without geuing 
greate occaſion of aſtoniſhmente, to many Rnightes and 
Gentlemen there walking, who tooke greate pleaſure to 
beholde the ſingular grace and incomparable beautie of 
the Youthe:and by his onely looke and pleaſaunt grauitie, 
| thei tudged that he was deſcended of ſome noble houſe, and 
fullofmanly courage (as in veritie there was nothyng o⸗ 
therwiſe to their wenings, noꝛ cõtrarie to their eſperaũce) 
Aux whiles thei were thus buſie,to beholde him as it were 
with admiration, hee gaue twoo oz thzee pꝛickes with his 
Spurres, tothe good Hoſe Lycocepha/:who thereat vau⸗ 
tyng into the Apze with a marueilous might and nimble: 
neſſe, ſoane ſence backe the beholders from his Maiſter: 
who were nowe. moze aſtonnied at the. goodnefle of the 
Hozle, and at the grace of the Knight, whiche had. pꝛic⸗ 
kedhym. And duryng the while that hee thus dallied with 
bis Hoꝛzſe, the Lady Porphiria, daughter to the Emperour, 
the goodlieſt and faireſt Gentlewoman, whiche euer was 
inthe wo2lde, was as then in one of the Gallaries of che 
Pallace, ouer againſte her Chamber: cakyng ſingnler 
greate pleaſure in contemplatyng of the Youthe of the 
Fairies, Df pleaſure ſathly( ſay J)fo2 ſhe not able ta ſatiC- 
fie her ſelfe with the ſight or his ſinguler beauty and grace, 
was ſo ententiue to behold the pointes and pꝛickes which 
aterwarde pearced her as pouſhall ne, (90s ſhes 
canyng. : 
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leanyng and reſtyng on her two armes in the gallerie, was 
ſo rauiſhed with marnell and aſtoniſhe ment, that one would 
haue tudged ſome ſounde ſleepe, had ſealed her ſettled eyes: 
when as out ot her Chamber there iffued out a moſte fa 
and yong Damozell called Hardrrina, whiche was daugb⸗ 
ter to the kyng of Þungarie, and Coſin to the Ladie: who 
with beauty and bzauitte of Graces, was as well endewed, 
as any other there to be founde in all Greece:onelie excep- 
ting the Ladie Poypheria,who in al pointes glittered moꝛe 
per feu. not onely befoꝛe her., but allo betoʒe all other which 
were vnder the cope of heaut᷑. Fo J belene that nature had 
expꝛeſſed in her, all the pꝛecious treaſures of perfeut beau⸗ 
tie, the moſt rart and ſingular, chat ſhe had in ſtoꝛe from the 
beginnyng ol the wozlde,ſo pꝛodigally and with ſuche cun⸗ 
nyng , that fince the memoꝛie of manne, vnder heauen was 
neuei ſeene ſuche a perce of woozke: were it that any other 
Ladies 02 Damozeiles (though full famous in Feature) 
chaunced to appꝛoache neere vnto her, one would hauedg- 
med that Nature had diſpoyled them of their dewe and re⸗ 
—— beaut ie, foʒ to beſtowe it wholy on her: and that chet 
foule to ſhewe her moze ſingular faire and perfecte, 
And here it fozceth not to make comparifons with that 
beautie ſo famous;whiche cauſed the vtter ruine and ouer ; 
thzowe of pꝛoude In, with the deſtrudion of the Troian⸗ 
kyng, his childzen and ſirbiectes,and muche lelle, that, of the 
pompous pꝛoude Romaine, whom the Senate cauſed to bee 
tanoniʒed:to couer her icitie. ea we mate imagine, 
that if the goddeſſe whom the Poetes faint to be mother to 
hym which cauſech vs lone, had beene ſet by her, her beantie 
hap had moꝛe then Diana hath of clearneſſe, being av« 
tioygnaunte to her bzother Pbobur. But what is it fo; me 
to amaze my ſelfe here in deſcribyng ot beautie, becauſe of

Whiche thinges the gftle Youthof the Fairie beholdpng, 
deſcendyng incontinent from his Hozlſe , whiche he deliue- 
red _ keepe to his Squire, entered incontinently after the 
apperceiupng the Emperour placed in his Impe⸗ 
eige, to deliberate vpon certeine matters, he knee»

the other Giaunte E.goferant ſepng his heade bare, came of 
purpoſe to haue cutte it in twaine, but the blowe light vp6 
the ſhield, whiche was ſo violent, that he fell backe ward on 
the grounde , his Cimetere fallyng out of his fites, as the 
Clubbe did from his bzother: whiche whiles he ſought fon,

ther fledde no2 made other defence, conſideryng that it was 
noe leſſe vertue foz a man ta vanquiſh and moderate his ak 
fections, and anger in ſhewyng hym ſelfe piceous and mer · 
cifull towardes the vanquiched, then toſhewe himſelfe har⸗ 
die and couragious to ouercome theim, as hee whiche was 
both courteous and kinde of nature: And knowyng, that it 
were no pꝛaiſe woꝛthy to deſtrope thoſe, which reſiſted not. 
allaying (as they ſaye ) his wine with water, hee pardoned 
t tooke them to mercie louinglie, vpon condition, that thei 
Gould after that tyme ſtill be at his comaundement, which 
thing w common accozd they pꝛomiſed him tofulftll, This

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doen,he ſent to ſeeke his Dozſe, and mountyng vppon hym, 
he went towardes the Rocke, aſwell co deliver the Pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners thete in as to applie ſome ÞPlaiſter 02 medicine to che 
waund in his head, Fo2 the doing whereof,he aſked if there 
were any amongeſt chem, that was ſkilled in Chirurgerie 
whereto it was aunſ.vered, that chere was one amongeid 
theim in that Arte mall excellent, whiche acc uſtomably did 
heale all choſe knightes, whom the Giantes hating woun-» 
ded would not kill, but famiſhe ta death in Þ}iſon ; whiche 
perſon had one kinde of Dyntmente, of ſuche vertue , that 
there was neuer ſo greate a wound, but therewith in thzee 
daies it would be well healed, chꝛoughly cured as though 
it had neuer been And how is he called ꝛ ſaide the Knighte. 
he hath to name, maiſter Rabalon,aunſwere they againe. 
Then ſaide the Knight: needes muſte I haue hym foz my 
ſeruaunt, ſeeing he is ſo ſkilful, it in caſe he will like there⸗ 
of.

2 Fairies, extended further the deſire of 
his reuenge:whiche blinded him in ſuche ſozte,that foꝛget⸗ 
tyng all honeſt courteſie ( whiche naturally accompanieth 
the heartes. that are repleate with gentilitie and noblenes, 
ſuch as his) and without any regarde thereto, when he was 
reuiued from the Traunce ſooner then Phariſor, hee pur · 
poſed in hym ſelfe to annoy aud hurte the Squire ea te, 


who to ſhun the daunger ol death which he ſaw imminent, 
| U. ij. tooke 
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tookehymſelfe to ſodaine flight: and his enemie the knight 
following him,. was ſtated by one, who armed with the Har⸗ 
eſſe & mounted on the good hozſe of the Youth of the Fai- 
ries, was by him flain,as at large you may ſee in the ſixtfth 
Chapter. Wherevppon thinkyng he had put to death hym, 
who had fopled him afoze in the Juſtes, and his fellow whõ 
he had left ſo faint and feeble,fo2 loſſe ot his bloud thwugh 
an innumerable ſozte of wonndes, whiche he had luſteined, 
he had vaunted hymſelk thereof in the Emperours Court: 
thinking it a valiaunt Act, as ik it had beene true:and cher: 
vpp on cauſed that ſozrow and ſadnes,to trouble the Court 
withall , as afoze you haue hearde in the Cbapters pzece- 
dent. But to the ende the happe thereol may bee notified to 
euery one, it is to be vnderſtanded, that the faire and gentle 
Youth of the Fairies beyng entered into the Caſtle de 4 
Playne, where he receiued the beſfentertainement,that che 
amourous Damozell,( frenvleſſe perfozce)conldveuiſe to 
make hym: The knight which came to open hym the Gate, 
ſeyng hym armed and hozſed ſo well, © being deſirous to be 
puruejed of ſuch like Hoꝛſe # Parneſſe as his was, pzeme- 
ditated with hym ſelf,by whatmeanes he might haue them. 
And(as one which was not the bouldeſt man of the woꝛld 
feepng,and knowing, that if he pꝛeſumed to haue them pers 
koꝛce (the euent of Batteil beeyng doubtfull and vncer: 
taine)fearpng leſt the loſſe ſhould light on his ſide, conſtde⸗ 
ryng the greate pꝛoweſſe and valiauncie,wherwith, by his 
face and faire diſpoſition he ſeemed to be adoꝛ ned, with whũ 
hee in this caſe ſhould haue to deale, thought it better (to 
his greate diſhonour)to obtaine them by diſceite and tray⸗ 
ſon as he did. Foz theYouth being bꝛought abedve,hautng 
afo2e (pent a great parte of the night,aſwell in perpending 
the talke which he had had with the Damozel all Supper- 
while, as in imagination ot her beautie, who deemyng her 
dead, was nearer thereto hym ſelfe , hee fell on ſleape about 
midnight: wherof ß couetous knight being aduiſed, which 
was 
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was in watche in a Chamber next to his adiopning, which 
he had koꝛgot to ſhut at his goyng to bedde, entered eaſel ie 
and lecretlie into the ſame: and findyng his Swerde and 
Darneſſe, tooke theim and went into the Stable, where he 
mounted vppon his Hozſe, and departed with full intent to 
do merueiles, oz els of ſo faire a giſte to make pꝛeſentation 
to the Emperour of Conſtantinople, ſo to winne his good 
grace and fauour. But he was not farre paſt, but they were 
taken from hym, with loſſe of his life alſo, by the vnknowen 
knight, as you haue afoe heard, (God who is the iuſte re⸗ 
uenger and puniſher of dutragious Faultes and Trai⸗ 
ſons,not ſuffering not onely w that a Robber and diſceiuer 
ſhould bee ſuffered to haue long o2 pꝛoſitable enioynig of 
this ſo euelly gotten, did puniſhe the offence both ſoze and 
ſtho2tly, ) This notwithſtandyng could not mittigate noꝛ 
appeaſe, the bitternes of ſozrowe whiche the Youthe of the 
Fairies had, when as he in the mozning ariſing,found net- 
ther his Swerd noz Harneſſe in the Chamber, where ouer - 
night hee had laide them, neither his Hozſe in the Stable. 
Fo: ot all his furniture the Thiet᷑ had leſt hym nought, but 
the onely chaunted Launce, whiche hee had wonne the date 
befoze,in the Juſtes ofthe vnknowen Kuight. Ahiche he 
taking, and after hauing knomẽ certeinly, that without the 
Damozelles conſente of Caſtle( which o his miſfoꝛtune 
was muche diſpleaſed ) the Knight, who in the euenyng had 
opened hym the Gate, had committed this diſloyaltie and

ked he hym ſo ſo2c,that Pawgre hymſelfe,he was conftrat- 
ned to go tothe place where the voyce plaintiffe was,nere 
whiche he ſcarſe had come by ſixe 0; tauT paces, but p; he e- 
ſpied the greateſt e diſmeaſured ¶ Tocodile þ euer was lene , 
commyng towardes hym with open thꝛoate, and gappng 
James to deuour hym, and with his twoo fozepawes ram- 
ppng,ſeaſed vppon the Hozſe by the Necke with ſuch fozce 
and vigour, wʒeathyng his Tayle oftenne oz twetue foote 
long all aboute his Feete afoe, that he was fozced co falle 
fozward eo the ground, e his Maiſter alſo:who being light 
# nimble as he was, without ſemblaunce of any feare at al, 
recouered himſelfe traightwaics (fo? afoze his Þozſe fell, 
be had pzepared hym ſelfe fo2 che Beaſtes commyng. 
was readie to alight) and gryping the Launce whiche hee 
had in his right hand, and his Mantell mappen about his 
lefte Arme, hee came towardes this furious and terrible

Thus whiles bee whiche had moze careco 
ſpople and put her to death, then to ſaue and take his Pan: 
cell from he,ſmoate her on the backe and bzeaſt, wich ſuch 
merusilaus blowes ( atbeic ſuche beaſtes haue commonlie 
Skales on their cops mage hard then 5 02 Stele) 
that at laſt he left her dead in the place, Th leaving on his 
Pozſe, whiche pit ifully was wounded vpyon the Recke by 
the Crocodile, he paſſed fozwand in a little pathwap.ſtreight 
to che place where his Thiefe was Laing , whoſe Carcaſſe 
he founde halfe devoured, with byrdes and wilde beaſftes: 
whercac he was muche abaſbed and amexuelled, chiefly be- 
cauſe he founde not his Pozfy and Qaxnefle with hym: but 
well he founde the Knightes Varneſſe which had ſlain him: 
whiche he knewe by and by to be his, againſi whonrthe day 
befoze he hab Juſted.

QAho haupng recouered the obiect other griefe, was 
reduced into her pʒiſtine fozme of tope and felicitie, contra⸗ 
ry to the Lady Prrphyriat who ſeeyng her ſelfe depꝛiued of 
hym , who on her had fatally fixed his fancie, not able to 
giue any releaſement to her Paſſions and grieuots malla- 
dy, what comfoztce o2 conſolation ſoeuer, either the Empe- 
rour oz Empꝛeſſe gaue vnto her, bzingyng her in mynde 
of her Coſines recourne: the feare and ſuſpition of whoſe 
death was cauſe of her Mallady, as they deemed,and there⸗ 
foe ſhould now cauſe (their opinion beyng falſe and vain) 
her ſinall recouerpofhealth, But beyng wholy ignoraunt 
where the-Thozne p2icked her, they could no ways wozke, 
but that ſhe waxyng ſtill wozſe and wozſe, haſtened ſiill to⸗ 
wardes the blacke S:ygia» Lake, had it not beene fo; the 
comfoꝛte whiche the Damozelles Afarcele and Harderine, 


(who knowpng the full occaſion thereof) wn 
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with the hope they had that his Death was noe leſe true 
then Phariſors: and that the vnknowen knight whiche had 
cauſed thoſe Rouelles, had not done it, but onlie to bragge 
and boaſte hym ſelle thereof, oz els to couer the diſhonsur 
he had gotten at the Juſtes, whereat ſhe was ſomewhat re⸗ 
leaſed of payne: pet not able alcogether to leaue her Feuer 
and become whole and ſounde. Jnthis wile remained che 
pooze languihyng Pꝛinceſſe full of ſozrowe, and paine, 
fo: the loue of hym, who beeyng noe lelle gr through 
the equalicie of cheir Diſeaſe , if hce had knowen cheir 
affections and alterations of the Spirite to bee retipꝛo⸗ 
tate, rather then co liue in continual thought and anguiſh, 
as afterwardes he did, he would otherwiſe aud ſooner haue 
put hym ſelfe in endeuour, to ſalue and paciſte this amau⸗ 
tous woũd, which ſo pained them.

Enchaunter: who beeyng appꝛehended, was alſo putte to 
the point ofthe Swo2de : amongeſt whom alſo was flaine 
twoo Childzen ofthe Rynges of Coznewaile,Uncle to the 
Traitour 'Minofo/l,the one of whom (if ye marke it well) 
was ſlaine by the Ryng Floridamart , at _ time

Coznewatle,beyng vered without meaſure, haupng heard 
ſo doleſull Newes , and angrie at kinge F/oridamart mote 
then afoze, although he long had boznehym moztall hate, 
determined & reſolued now to —_ the death or his two 
Sonncs, with the deſtruction of thoſe ol his kinne, And to 
doe this (as one that was riche both in ſubſtaunce and fren« 
des, g of alliaunce to greate Lozdes and Pꝛinces, and who

was hee better guarded, then any other Kynge , although 
he had ſixe hundzed hoꝛſenen in his companie, And fo? this 
cauſe was he of his Neighbours and bozderers ſo renow⸗ 
med & feared,that none(were he neuer ſo puiſlaunte) durſt 
once offer to da hym the leaſt iniurp in the woꝛld, although

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fo: his greate cruelty and tyꝛannie to his neighbours, ma⸗ 
ny had iuſt cauſe ſo to doe. And beſides this, be was ſo vali⸗ 
aunt of his perſon, that fewe there were at that tyme in the 
wozlide,which in coꝛpoꝛall foce, dexteritie and ſ kill in Ars 
mes, might oz could ſurpaſſe hym:fo2 though his valiaun⸗ 
tie and pꝛoweſſe, he had with a ſmall power, bꝛought vnder

and kauour: ofthe moſt parte wherof(as one fauoured and 
loued ) hee was Ringe peaceably, as a Riche and Pightie 
Lozd.Yec neuertheleſſe, not like his other yoſiger bzother, 
who by his graund foꝛce and extreeme pꝛoweſle, was bee⸗ 
come Ring ofthe Jles Foztunate, whiche are beyond the 
furtheſtparces of Mavrireyne Weſtwarde,and are at this 
date called Canaries, becauſe they abound in Dogges of all 
ſoztes , This ſame king called Brandiſſant, who in valour 
and pꝛoweſſe exceeded far all other knightes , haupng hard 
the pitcifull tydinges, whiche king Grandomyne his Father 
had ſent hym, ok the death of his Bꝛethꝛen QNtamgard and 
Vuſp axel, whiche were ſlaine by kyng Floridamant, incited 
with an extreeme pꝛicke of reuengement, ſtaied but a while 
after his bꝛother: but went wan Army of an hundꝛed thou- 
ſand footemen,and fower # twen tie thouſande hoꝛſemen, to 
inuade great Bꝛitaine, with ſuch a fury, that in euery place 
where hee paſled oꝛ came, there was no Toune, Caſtle noz 
Houſe, were it neuer ſo greate, whiche was not by hym de⸗ 
ſtroyed. yea tothe firſtfoundation:neither men, women, noꝛ 
little Infauntes were there, what ſoeuer, that could eſcape 
the pearcing blades ofhis Gen ſclarmes and Souldiers: ubs 
all the waie as they wente, made both Carthe and Mater 
tremble at there pꝛeſence:ſuch hauocke made they, deming 
all their owne alrcadie , Fo the ſaied Brand ſſant k inge of 
P.tif, ( araries 
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Canaries , had with hym fower puyſſaunte kynges , Pap* 
nims,his Uaſſalles, which all were B2ethzen and the moſte 
ſtrong and monſtrous that euer Nature bed , Foz firſte of 
all. the youngeſt of theim,whiche was kyng ofO-wrione nas 
med Salla x art, was ſo ſtrong and puiſſaunte, that in cloſle 
Campe,he once flewe fower Puige Giauntes, and a Pon⸗ 
ſter whiche was engendzed by one of choſe Giauntes,cal- 
led eLtigard: The Effigie of whom hee bare Pictured 
in his ſhield, all murchered by his handes in a field of Sy- 
»ople:haning the reſt of his furniture and harneſle w 
and polliſhed the gallanteſt that might be ſeene, and moun⸗ 
ted vpon a bꝛaue Courſer of Araby, whiche ran like Swal⸗ 
dowe, ſwifte in flight: This felowe ſeemed ( beyng thus ar- 
med ) the bzaueſt knight in the wozlde , Although in deede 
be was the moſte defo med and fouleſt that could bee. 
Fon firſte, he was ſo greate, that he by halfe exceeded the 
vulgare and common p2opo2tion of other menne : his haps 
res of his heade as blacke as a coale:neither was his Face 
any whitte fairer: wherein were ewoo eyes that ſhinyng 
as well by night as by daie, would haue made the ſtouteſt a⸗ 
fraied:hauyng his bꝛowes a foote of good meaſure bzoade, 
The Noſe a ſpanne long o2 moze , the Pouthe ſtretchyng 
to his Cares, whiche with length laie on his Shoulders, 
like a Bloodhounde. And mozeouer he had twoo long Tul⸗ 
kes 02 Teeth, ſharpe as a Pike, whiche raught fully halfe a 
Footeout ofhis Pouthe: his Chinne was like the reſte, 
whereon appeared nomoze halre then on a Cowe tatle: fo; 
like a ſtinkyng Goatehe had it hangpng to his girdleſtead. 
As fo? the reite, he was the fineſt Youth of the wozlde ; but 
that he was great Bealied, and bigge Shouldzed, cariyng 


a Pouncaine (as it were) vpon his backe. Notwithftan- 
dyng this he was ſo valiaunt, chat there were fewe, no not 
— but Kyng Prandiſſant) whit he in ought that appertai- 
ned to cozpoꝛzall force, 02 warlike affaires, were like vn- 
to hym, as you ſhall moze vnderſtande hereafter , — 

quentlie 
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quent lie his bzother Zor/or Kyng of the Jle Ninaria, which 
was no leſſe faire then Sai r, was mightie and ſtrong, 
that with one blowe of his Launce, (in a certaine Bat= 
taile )he flewe thirtic {antabrians. And no wozſe (to make 
to:te)were the kynges of the Jles /-no-es their b2ethzen, 
(ambarel aud Phagotrof,whiche had in their Bande aboute 
thirtie — menne, bothe fo: foote and Hozſe. And ſo 
this Thunderyng warriour Brandiſſant beepng thus aps 
pointed, in a marueilous bzaue araie, and equipage, paſſed - 
into Greate Bꝛitaine, there waſtyng and deſtroiyng all, till 
thei came to the Countree ot Coꝛne waile, where he founde 
his father Grandowine, whiche for his parte did his deuour, 
to gather menne from all partes of his Dominions, to 
reuenge the death ofhis twoo ſonnes. In whoſe compante - 
was Agrafolt, Kyng of Cantabria, Marton and Barant 
RKyng 1 the Ile ol Caribe, who a while afoze was ariued 
with greate puiſſaunce of men, to helpe Ryng Grandomyne: 

whole iopes I can not well tell you, when he ſaw his ſonne 
Branaiſant come to ſuccour hym , with ſuche a multitude 
of valiaunte Soldiours and Genſdarmes:and chieſlie when 
he tolde hym, ofthe greate waſte whiche he had made com- 
myng thꝛough Greate Buitaigne, Aſſuryng pou, ſir lated, 
he ) that had it not been foꝛ the deſire J had co ſee pou, and 
my bꝛother Agrafolt, with all cheſe good Lobes, and ſome ,, 
others,who.by me requeſted, pzomiſed,ſance faile, to come , 
ſhoztely to ſuccour pou, this wzetched Rynge of greate 
Bꝛitaigne had not hadde by this tyme either Caſtell oz 
Toune to defende hymlelfe in. I truſte good Donne (ſaied 
Ryng Grandomyne)t hat we ſhall bee there tyme enough by,, 
the helpe of the Goddes to diſherite and ruinate hym both, 
with che'ffuſion of his owne bloud, and alſo of all thoſe who, 
ſhall be ſo hardye as to make to vs anye reſiſtaunce. AndJ , , 
ſweare by all our gods, that it he be (as I hope he ſhal)once ,, 
taken by vs, I will make hym die a woꝛſer death then euer 


that cruell Tpzant ofthe Agrigentings,Phalaris did, oz could . 
imagine 
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te imagine to vexe and toʒment his people: neither ſhall that 
«« glutton Dorian of Spaigne eſcape with leſſe rewarde, who 
«« at all aſſaies is his aider and fellow, Fo? it behoueth vs to 
s put all his Realme to Fpze and Swoꝛde, it wee were once 
«« diſpatched of this Floridamant heere, which ſhall be ſhoztly 
« « a$ J hope. And that Ferrand alſo king of Nozwaie, who is 
«« his Uaſlalle: neither hym of Denmarke , no; that other of 
«« Swethlande whiche will ſuccour hym , ſhall alſo eſcape 
gur ſharpe and trenchant Blades. Truelymy Leige(theu 
ſaied Agrefelt the cruell) it once we might exterminate all 
«« theſc: it is expedient fo vs alſo to deſtrope that ould Tp- 
«« raunt of Gaw/e ; fo he maintaineth that glutton Pa/iftenoy, 
my Godfather, who hoping ol his aide , manaceth coexpell 
e mee out ot my Realme ; ſatyng that by right it is his. G ue 
met leaue on mp behalfe ( ſaied wicked (Marton Rynge of 
0 Cantabria) foz as fo) my part J hould my ſeit᷑ aſlured, that 
that pꝛeſumptuous Ryng of Spaine, whtithe ſo olten ſen⸗ 
e deth Pyzates & Robbers into my Dominious(whodo me 
«« moze annoyes ,then one would thinke)ſhall not haue long 
e conttinuaunce ,neither ſball he agatuſt vs wozke any great 
ce reſiffaunce , Fo} one night will J giue hym ſuche Alarme, 
e yurſupng hym vpon the Spurres ſo neere,þ neither he no 
„ none of his ſhall haue any leiſure to flee & ſaue them ſelues. 
 Aſluredlythat ſhal do very wel, Str Marton, ſaidthe(fierce 
„ Ring Zara»: of Caribe:foz then map vou Crowne pour ſelf 
King ot all Spaigne, and Sit Gra»downe kyng of greate 
«© Bzitapne;Allo good Vince Agrofolt ſhal haue the Realme 
** of Gawle f02 his parte, and pou) ſated Brandiſaxt whichare 
*<© a moſte puiſſaunte Lozde with kyng Sa/azard, Zortor,auv 
©* Phagotrofſe hall haue the Realmes of Scotlande, Nozway 
„ Hwethlande and Denmarke. But the Printe Cambarell 
* and J, will then goe to Conſtantinople, where wee will 
*© make our ſelues Loꝛdes. Thus theſe Pꝛodigious Pon: 
*©ſters of Nature, ſpake aud talked amongeſt theim ſelues, 
_ ** beepng aſſembled in kyng Gra»dowpres Pallace of _ 
| way 
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waile: hauyng mote confidence in the koꝛce andpuifſaunce 
of their bodies ( whiche in no wiſe lacked ) then in the Di⸗ 
uine pꝛouidence, without whiche noe humaine enterpꝛiſe 
can euer come to good iſſue. And J can aſſure pou, that if 
the ſoueraigne creatour and gouernour sf all chinges, hap 
not by his infinite bouncie and goodnes , pꝛeſerued and ſu⸗ 
ſtained the parte ofthe noble and valiaunt Chiiftian Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, they had then beene in daunger to haue loſte their liues 
and to haue their Realmes and pooze Dubicces deſtroted, 
bndoubcedly. Fo theſe curſed Phun were the moſt puil⸗ 
ſaunt and valiaunteſt perſonages , that euer Hiſtozie made 
mention of, and had wich theim moze then twoo hundzey 
thouſand footemen , # a hundzed thouſand baue knightes, 
beſides the Giauntes whtche J'tolde pou ot, whoſe onelp 
fo:ce was able foꝛ a whole Army: and there were the trog 
Braniſſant, —— his bꝛethꝛen, which had 
either their Bodies oz Harneſſe in ſuche wiſe enchaunted, 
that neither Pꝛon noz Steele could pearce o hurte thein: 
and ther with ende wen with ſuchefozce ; that nothyng was 
able to abyde it. Andto encreaſt their number alſo, came 
thett a while after to their helpe kyng Tw lade the woꝛ⸗ 
thy knight ofthe Ile of Canad,and fierce Guydard of Bac. 
caleos ;with either oftheim an Armie of moze then thirtte 
thouſande fightyng men, mounted on might ie Poꝛſes and 
Elephantes whiche caried tuery one fiue oz fre men well 
kuruiſhed wich ſhot in the little Caſtles of wood, which thet 
had bypon their backes: whiche two in fozce and pꝛoweſſe 
were nothyng leſſe then Bruriſſant q Salla ⁊ ard, whole ally- 
aunre and confederauncie to haue, tbey came to this match, 
and alſo to trie the foxce and valiauncie of kyng Florida- 
*axt and his Bꝛytiſhe knightes, whether they were cozre⸗ 
nt to the fame that went vpon them oz nape. 

And on this wiſe this puiſſaunt armie beeyng aſſembled 


in Cone waile, and the Countrie therraboutes, they made 
ſclues to paſſe into 


3. J. greats, 


not long delaie, but embarked theym 
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greate Bꝛittaine: and in what magnificent oꝛder you ſhall 
underdande. Firſt there wente bekoze, eightie greate Gal- 
leis wandzyng on the mapne Sea with Dealecloathes 
ſp:ead,and aboundaunce of Dares, marchyng like a Tem- 
peſte:neither met they any veſſel on the Seas, mhatſotuer, 
but chet dꝛowned it: and they went ten and ten in aRancke 
Quadzangle wiſe, and not one ſwifter any whit then ana; 
ther. Alſo there were fiftene great Carrickes, which went 
befo2e the Gallies abaut a mile o2 leſſe:and ac every fide of 
the Quadz angle Galley fleece, was alſo ten, wherein were 
the Canrabriars , who at this dale are called Brſkaynes, a 
People neereco Spaine, who were conducted thether by 
their Rynge Merton, whiche in Sea matters was moſte 
ſkilfull, and was ozdatned Avmirall general, of all the 
Army bythe other kynges apoyntmentes: from whom he 
was ſeparaced, and came in a Galley, which marched alone 
amongeſt the fozeſaied fleete, and a create Troupe of Fop⸗ 
tes, Boates and 'B whiche in number amoun» 
ted to moe then ſixe ſcoze , whiche followed after : whiche 
Galley exceededall the teſt in bignes, in beauty v ininaus 
araie: fo2 the men ofthe ſame were all araide in Caſſockes 
and Bonnets of Ueluet, half greene & halfe blewe,rowpng 
the Dares: to euer ie one of whiche ( beepng fifty on aſide 
painted all red) there were ten ſer , altcyed by theLegges 
with great Chapnes of liner. And mozeouer the couerturt 
of the place where was C4Zrto»s Chamber;was alfo all of 
Diluer, wꝛought with ſpangles and leaues ot Golde, and 
Azure moſt rich & ſumptuous, on the cop wherof appeerev 
amightieſhakpng Enſeigne, wherin was painted a great. 
Dea Monſter, muche reſemblyng a Crocodile all mailed 
with Scales ofgreene,and the Enſigne was blewe:about 
the which was wzitten in Golden Letters this ſame Uerſe 
o ſatyng, Vpon the Seas I all defigoye:for none I meete may 
mee annoye , And a little lower was Mitten cAfarzor, the 
in all chis 

Galley 
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Galley aſwell bypon che Hatches, as Roapes and Codes 
whiche held the Paſt: but that there was ſuche a like Enſi⸗ 
(either little 03 greate)tyed,to every one of which was 
an infinite number of Cimbales, and Siluer Bel- 


les, whiche ſhaken wich che Minde, pelded a meruellous 
ſweete 470 | 


| harmony. | 

After this magnificent Galley,that went without either 
rule oz cercaine oꝛder, diſperſed here and there aboute the 
winges of the Sea fleete, thele fo2eſaied ſixe and twentie 
Foiſtes, Oalliocces, Gallions , and Bꝛigantines: In the 
greateſt of the whiche Foiſtes , were the kynges 7a=/ad 
of Canada,and Guytard of Baccaleos, wich their Horſemen, 
aud che Elephaunces whiche thei had bzought, beepng in 
thirtie greate Shippes,whiche followed after marueilou- 
flie well ozdered, with laile difplaied,# cop and top gallant 
bzaue to beholde: wherin was a great noyce of Ozummes, 
Fites, Trumpetces, aud other inftrumences of Warre,ſs- 
lemne & hideous to behald. Finallp,after all cheſe foꝛeſaied 
peſſelles came a Fleete.ofcwoo hundzed Shippes o2 mote, 
and ſome Parkes, which marched all in eder triangled,in 
forefronce ofthe whiche, there was one Ship, farre grea 
ter and fairer then the refte, whiche cutte the Seas with 
ſuche celeritie and ſwifteneſſe , as was poſſible to beholde: 
and therein were kyng Grazdowine, Angraforte, Bruniſſant, 
Barant Salus ard, Zoriet and their ethien Cambaorel and 
DPhagarroſfe, which haitened to aduertiſe kyng ¶Nlarron, to 
take oꝛder how to dꝛaw altttle ſidemard to aſſaile a certain 
Fleete of ſhippes, whichthey haddiſcriev in the maine ſea, 
goyng ſtreight to greate Bꝛitaigne there to take Hauen, 
and ſo to make them capt iues, it thei would not yelde to bee 
an his parte. But as thei were thus buſted to giue oꝛder 
hereunto, and to ſet their thynges ina readineſle , beholde 
they were all aſtoniſhed on the ſodaine, by the Carrickes, 
E Galleis which went ſtill befoꝛe, of whd they were met e 


the folkes therein aſſaulted, many putte to death by an o⸗ 
J. ij. ther 
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ther Fleete ( whiche came a bywaie with a marueilous te · 
lericie) whoſe number was aboute fiftie ftue, o2 ſixtie bꝛaue 
Shippes of &larre : whiche fiercelie enteryng here and 
there amidde the greate troupe of Galleis (whereof thei o⸗ 
uerthꝛewe and burned manp with Fires artiſiciall, and o- 
ther Juſtrumentes of Marre) thei made at the firfte a mar: 
ueilous Partyꝛdome of the accurſed Painims therein. 
Foz they were nota whit afraied ofchis encounter:which 
thyng che Admirall Marton ſeeyng, cauſed incontinentlie 
bis great Galley to prepare her ſelf with diligfce, to come 
and aide at this pinch,# alſo a number ofthe Foiſtes Bi 
gandines whiche came after : all which with ſpede haſtened 
to aſſault the little fleete. Then the Capitaine ofthe ſame, 
(fozeſeyng what daunger he was in) would faine haue reti⸗ 
red and fled, but that the other fleete, who ( as J ſaide befoze, 
was ſirſte diſcauered of Papnims,iopned powers thereto: 
and ſo recuilyng and muſteryng ſomewhat together, they 
behaued them ſelues ſo well, that moze then twentie ofthe 
Paynims Foyſtes and Galleis were ſounke and burned, 
Fo in the Shippe whiche was Admiralle , there were 
£wobzaue Rnightes, whiche commaunded all the Armie: 
who ſet in araie with their woes in their handes, and 
bꝛaſen ſhieldes pꝛeſt foz their better defence, raged in their 
enterpꝛiſe, and with furie couloured the bellye of the God⸗ 
deſſe 7 heris, with p bloud of thoſe acturſed Painims, Nay, 
they caught none, but they ſente hym co ſeeke hymſelfe in 
the bottom of the waues , where he might dꝛinke his laſte, 
o2els to taſt᷑ ot᷑ death on the Datches:whiche thing the val⸗ 
liaunt Ryng Marton ſetyng ( who raged to ſee ſo manie of 
his men ſlaine by two knightes ) avd2eſſed his Galley that 
Cs 1 — — ofthe — — 1 in — 

elde a Dzagon of Azure, of Sables, foʒ cogni⸗ 
ʒaunce, was there 5 —— Skirmiſhe betwene 
them that euer was heard of. Foz Ryng M irton( who was 
exctedyng ſtrong) thinkyng with his fierce lookes 1 haue 
| earev 


of Gertleon. fol. gi. 


fraied and made flee choſe twoo doughtie Captapnes, was 
muche atToniſhed when he founde hymſelfe ſa matched with 
the one, v in all his lite he neuer had bene ſo troubled, in ſs 
muche that he thought there to haue loſt his life pꝛeſently: 
ſuche were the blowes whiche he receiued at the knightes 
handes ofthe Dzagon, 5 had it nat bene fo2 the enchaunted 
Velmet whiche he beare, it had beene donbekull whether he 
could haue retoꝛned ſound as he did. But becauſe hee was 
armed w Harneſle wholy ſa enchaunted, that neither ſwozd 
no) other weapon whatſoeuer , could pearce oz cut, hee re⸗ 
ſiſted well moze,then an hower againſt his aduerſarie, who 
alſo defended hymſelf valiauntlie as (God knowes) he had 
neede: fo2 both of them were ſtrong, valiaunte and ſ kilfull 
in Armes. True it is, that if Ryng Aarton exceeded hym 
ſomewhat in foꝛce, hee againe counterueiled it in agillicie 
and nimblenes of bodie, and in craft of Skirmiſhyng,as 
wel appeared by him in this mutual combat. But the other 
ts counterueile all that, gaue hym now and then ſuch grene 
atteintes, that the red bloud began alreadie in ſome places 
to runne doune his body: but foz al that,. neuer made he any 
ſemblaunce of griefe, to condemne hym ſel of Cowardyſe, 
But as che Beare and the wilde Boare beyng enue nomed 
one againſt another, ſtryue ſtill with rage to pull eche other 
in paeces:ſo theſe twoo valiaunt Champions did all their 
powers to depʒiue eche other of life, although the one had 
ſmall aduauntage ofthe other: whiche made chem maruell 
much of their owne pꝛoweſſes, ſtill paipng eche other as the 
Smith with an heauy Hammer doth his Anuild often: and 
as the one his Harneſle, ſo did the others nimblenes keeps 
them boch aliue long 

And thus endured the Combate a greate while duryng 
whiche, the Knight ofthe D2agon his fellowe ruſhed in a⸗ 
mongſt the Paynims (of whom he made a merueilous but⸗ 
cherie aud laughter and with his Meyny behaued himſelf 


ſo well, that many were flaine , and a multitude dzowned, 
J. iij. neither 
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neither coaped he with any, but hee loſte either Leg, Arme. 
ſhoulder, Mecke, oꝛ ſome parte ot᷑ his body, alwaies hauyng 


a ſoneraine care to ſaue his owne Ships not withſtading: 


whereunto after a while all his men reentered by his com⸗ 


maundement. Foz ſccing the reſt of the aduerſaries Ueſſels 
at hande, whiche Kpng Grandom yne and his twoo Sonnes 
led whom ik they had taried,thep had bene all diſcomfited) 


they hoyſt vp ſailes, and moued Dares to departe with all 


ſpeede, contenting them ſelues with the honour which chey 
had gotten in reſiſting ſo many with lo ſmal a power, to the 
great damage and rume of their Enemies, and pet looſing 


a very few of their owne party:neither any veſſell, but that 


wherein was the knight of the Dzagon, who whiles hys 
men 


prepared them lelues to gayne the Nozth,kepte Mar- 
ton plaie ſtill:to whom (ſeepng then reavie co departe) hee 
gaue ſuche ablowe wich his Swoꝛde on the head, that hee 
made hym fall on his knees, ſo aſtoniſhed, that he knew not 
where he was: and then taking a little Boate, whiche was 
ſwiftlte furniſhed with Sailes and Mariners, hee retyꝛed 
with the reſt of his Armie awaie from his aduerſaries,lea- 
uyng them agretued at this encountrie:who not knowyng 
how to be reuenged, ſet fire on that great ſhippe, whom hee 
had lefte them. Fo? as it was better, they thought it good 
rather to rety1e with that gott t vidoꝛp, then with daunger 
to attend the comyng ofthe ref ol the Army, to their great 
suerthꝛowe and confulion:a thyng rather to be reputev ras 
ſhenes of chem, chen hardines. 

Although the Paynims thought verely to haue gotten 
the honour chꝛongh their flight. Who taking their voyage 
towarde greate Bꝛittayne, tooke Porte a while after, at 
the Cittie of London, where as then laye the good Rynge 
Floridamant:\who with a greate Troupeofhis Barons and 
Lowes wente to welcome thoſe twoo valiaunt Rnightes, 
which fo had vſed the Paynims: whom he afarre ofknewe 
(by the enſignes hanged on the Paſtes of their ſhippes)o 
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be the valiaunte Rynge Ferrande of Nozwaie, and woꝛthy 
Grazdilaor,his Neuewe, whom not long afoze Flor:damant 
had made crowned Ring of Swethelande, at the diſceaſe of 
eAntizilianar Father, whom hee had married, who were 
tome from their kingdomes, ſente fo2 by Rynge Florida- 
mant, in oꝛder as is afoze ſaied, to giue hym ſuccour. Fox 
vou muſt note, that the Noble kyng of greate Bꝛittaine be- 
png certified of the waſte and inturie whiche kyng Bran- 
diſſant had made, in goyng thꝛough his Realme, perceiued 
well that hee went toward his Father the kyng of Cozne- 
wayle, who pꝛepared againſt hym amightie Poaſte, to re- 
uence the death of his two other Childzen, whom hee had 
put to death. And beyng aduertized ofthe greate fozce and 
puiſſaunce wherewich he came againſt hym, And doubting 
hym ſelfe pot able ta reſiſte ſo greate an Armie had ſente 
Ambaſſadours on all ſides to the kinges his Neighbours, 
to deſire their ayde. and chiefly tu theſe two his Subieces, 
who failed not herein to come: And by che waye knowpng 
chat che Papnims were nat farre from them, they had par- 
ted their Armie in twon, to embuſhe and aſſaile theym ( as 
pou haue afojze heard) to their great ruine and decaie.TAho - 
a while after theim, came to take Lande befoze the Cittie 
of London: from whence after a long and a ſharpe Com⸗ 
hate. they were ed and iuen backe, and ſo cõſtrained 
to taſte Ancout e, aboute a Pyle from the Cittie, 
where Paugre the Chziftians they delcended:as Jmeane 
to ſhewe you in the firſte Chapter of mp nexte booke, God 
willing with the reft of their Battels and diſcomſitures. 
But as nom you mulk accoꝛde to graunt mee ſome reſte, 
to the ende that wich moꝛe grace and excellencie I maye 
retompte it vnto pou, then J haue done ante thing hereto⸗ 
loge.

quiſite foz his Matſter when he ſhould take Poꝛſe: diſpat- 
chyng the ſame with ſuche diligente, that nochyng lackev 
when his Maiſter beyng armed came. Who accompanied 
with his Hoſte, depatted with all ſperde, to ouertake the 
perſon whtche de ſought foz:.trauailyng ſo fat, that beſope 
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termined courſe, and bente his ſhippe towardes a little J. 


lande. lying far diſtaunt from the ready way into Fraunce, 
The Youth of the Fairies ſuſpedyng no leſſe, gaue hym in 
charge both carneſtly e halfe diſplealauntly, that he ſhould 
ſaile dirtaty on. Fo ( quoth he) fall backe, fall edge, no h 
ſo hard, no, no feare ot death. during the ſafety of this Uel⸗ 
ſell, wall inlogce mee to chaunge my purpoſe, The diſcrete 
Sailer know yng the will of che Knight to bee conftantlie 
ſettled to abyde the vttermoſte that the wzathfull Skies 
mought cheaten, oꝝ frowarde fo1tune pzocure,as one con⸗ 
tented ta ſuffer pactentiie what ſoeuer diſtreſſe it woulde 
pleaſe the almightie cothzowe hym in, would not gaineſay 
bym:foꝝ the {mall exper tence whiche ſo ſhozt time could af- 
fozd him ofhts wozthines,boſity,# comely qualities, wher: 
with the Pouth was adoꝛned, had perſwaded hym ſo to de⸗ 
dicate his mynde to pleaſe and ſerue hym, that he woulde in 
no wile wichu ande his commaundement: howbeit, becauſe 
he ſam the unminent ieoperdie of their liues nowe appzoa- 
ching,fo2 to aſſaie whether by any perſuaſions hee mought 
tourne bis opinion, he tolde hymþ he had perteiued certain 
vſuall ſignes, betokenyng alwaies ſome miſchaunce and 
violent cempelt,as the high and ſodaine towꝛing of the He⸗ 
ton: wbiche. Dy2(faieth hee) maketh mee to miſtruſte that 
with no aſſayling, but with greate daunger of dure ruine, 
wee maye paſſe any further. Moꝛeouer the continuall lea- 


ping ofthe Dolphins aboue water which J eſpie, abaſheth 


& warneth mee to auoyde the perillous outrage of þ winds 
and weather. Wherefoze I thinke it verieerpedient, that 
we ſoiourne in ſome ſurer harbour fo) a ſeaſon. waiting fo 


further in a day,thEwe may dutyng this rage in a moneth: 
fo) in doing or ſuch thinges, as pou know, we muſt tary the 
opoꝛtunitie of þ ſeaſan. Notwithſtãding. ſth your pleaſure 


the appeaſing ofthe Deas and ceaſſing ofthe Tempeft: fox 
ſo muche as the ſame beepng aſſwaged, wee way diſpatche 


is. that wee ſhall ſaile on, J will not „ 
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it we ſhall neuer (ik I be not deceived) at compliſh the ſame 
without ſome lamentable accident:aduertiſing vou, chat if 
God extende not his mercy co pour ſuccour,theende of out 
dayes is at hande, Powbeic, ſoꝑ all cheſe wozdes and many 
ateare beſides,whiche fell from the good Sramans epes, 
who trembled foz feare, ſeeyng the Waves fike mightie 
Mountaines, offeryng to ouerwhelme them, and che Seas 
readie to ſwallow vp their veſlell,yet would not cheYourh 
relfc,no2 was any whit abaſhed, ſaipng that either aliue oz 
dt ad, he would paſſe further. In meane whilethemaifter 
of the ſhippe tourned the Sales towardes the Region of 
Fraunce:wherevppon the chief winde with ſuche violence 
ruſhed againſt $ maine Paſte, that it had like to haue oner« 
tbꝛowen the Qeſſell:buc partly by the timely ceaſing of the 
boyfterous blaſte , partly by che incredible of the 
Pouth ofthe Fairies:who embzaſing it in his Armes,helv 
it with all his might,from leaning towardes the eas, che 
ſhippe and all was recouered. Notwichſtandyng the Cem · 
p ſurceaſed not, but continued ſo truell andfocible,chat 
mought haue been compared to that, wherin the Trotan 
Chiettaine Æ ca, was tourmopled when þ watchtul «vs 
(incfſed againſt the rematnes of Trey) had requeſted«-£0- 
lar, to giue to his moſt fierce windes the raynes to timent 
bym . Fo? their veſſell was with ſuch oucragecofſedeo any 
fro,vppe and doune, and almoſt vpſidedoune, winde ſhaken 
and weather beaten,that when J conſider of it. J am fo2cev 
to ſtande in admiration, wonderynghowe it could eſcape ſo 
bozrible a ieoperdy without ſhipw)acke-fo2 ſometymes the 
Waueslike Mountaines lifted theim vp aloſte, makyng 
them thinke that they wert in aſcending into the Cloudes: 
againe the ſhippe fallyng doune berwene the mightie Was 
ues 2s it were in a de valley,made themto vzead,leſtchat 
Hell were openyng to deuour them vp. So that the Pati- 
ners and Paſſengers abandonyng the Tacklinges, began 
to crie mercie, ànowyng no other renicdic opreſcue oo 
| uche 
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» ſich immintt daungers ſauing pꝛaier vnto God, with ſuch 
au hearte, as they poſſeſſe, who are ſurpꝛiſed with the like 
hazard. Neuertheleſſe the mercileſſe rage ofthe windes ens 
creaſing, Þaile and ſharpe ſhowers fell aboundauntly, the 
Skies were quite ouercalt, che Apze wonderfullie darke⸗ 
ned, the darkenes berefte the Sailers of all light , excepre 
it were that whiche pꝛoceedyng from the twinklyng eyes 
ofthe Whales,and MAherlepooles, oz els of flaches of ligh⸗ 
tening intermedled among the ftozmp Raine, and fozerun- 
nung moſt ghaſtly and hiweous Thunder crackes, and ter⸗ 
rible Ahertewindes. But pet all cheſe dzeadfull acciden⸗ 
tes had no power to abate the noble courage oꝛ daunte the 
toute Stomacke of che woꝛthy and valiaunt Youth of the 
Fairies, ſlevfaſlly ſettlec in afirme opinion, that all bitter: 
nes was ſ werte, all ruill good, and all daunger, diſcaſe, and 
trauaile, to be repoſc# aſſured trãquiłlitte in reſpec of the 
vnceſſant,vnaſſwaged and remediles paine, which his reſt» 
les mindeſuffered by vehement ie o his amojous wounde: 
koʒ albeit hee did fee the 1577 parte of the Mariners, and 
the reſide in cheſhi e out ofthe ſame , and commit 
themſeues vnto the hipbore fo their laft garde, yer hee 
not once offered to rembur hymſelfe from thence where he 
was:netther reſprayng couerte fromthe bꝛunt of the tem⸗ 
peft,no2 7 ibich Ceyeſ weather, but accepting 
either in like parte. WI kpeſt towardes the eueming, 
when the Qeffelt had heh 7 randon, withour go⸗ 
uernement, began to craſe, and: his rage, che ime 
arne parkyng awaie, and giuyng place to the 
ene H Beames of Ban Phabar who as then guided 
his hozfe,weavie ot their dates taſke towardes 7 eri Was 
ues. Nom the Pouth, who atone ſtaied in the Ueſfelt, with 
his truffie Efquire, ee not fozfake hym in weale 
02 woe, nd ge nal the weather to ware cleare, gate hym 
out of a Cabin ot the Sbippe, where he had remained du⸗ 
ryng the Tempeſt, and mounting wren the gi 
c.]. mig he 
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might eſpie not farre from his Qeſſell , the halle of aſhip 
flotpng , whiche the tempeſt had tozne aſunder : within the 
whiche there was a man almoſt faintyng,and p;eſt to yelde 
his bodie to the mercie ofthe Waters, whoſe Maues hay 
almoſt ouerwhelmed hym : pet betwixt ſinkyng and \wim- 
myng,he laboured to lengthen his life, without likelihood 
of recouerie, if an vnhoped hap had not reſerued hym from 
ſuche diſtreſſe,lipng in the matne Seas, depziued ot his na⸗ 
turallfo2ces , and diſtaunte from Lande any wale twentie 
Leages : but as het was in this plight, a gratious gale of 
wind, did dziue the B002d whereon he groueled halfe dean, 
towardes the Pouthes Ueſſell : who takyng picifull com · 
paſſion, with diligent endeuour laboured to ſauehym : ſpas 
ring not to deſpople himſelfe.ſtarke naked to leape into the 
water, and tying a Coarde ofthe Shippe about his bodie, 
ſwamme to the other man, and attainyng vnto hym,thzewe 
bym the ende ofthe ſame Cozde,whiche he ſtifly graſped in 
bis nummed handes:this being done, he ſwamme again cos 
wardes his ſhip:dzawyng the other after hym with muche 
adoe: into the which he mounted, x being tyꝛed, lifted vp the 
other beepng hardly handeled and moyled in the ſalte was 
ters: who beyng entered, fell doune in a ſounde, vomicyng 
vp the water in great aboundaunce , whiche he had glutted

Mhereot᷑ the Youthe , who was vnarmed, at the 
firſt bluſhe abaſhed , and miſtruſtyng that they came to en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe vppon them at ſuche aduauntage , deſcended in all 
haſt co his Chamber, where haupng taken of his Armour 
the Shield and Swoꝛde onelpsleauyng to his companion, 


whom he had found in the Seathe reft, to witte, the Coꝛſe⸗ 


let, the headpeece and the Speare, mounted vp vppon the 
Patches, where they met with the twoo Archepyrates, who 
already had to their owne miſchief boꝛded their Ship. Foz 
the fozmer of them both. beyng confronted by the Pouth ot 
the Fairies receiued vppon his Headpeece ſut he aſtroke, 
that his Head and Bodie was cleaued doune to the Beall,

Copeſmate, who by his Speare pearced the bodie ſo vio⸗ 
lently, chat doune fell he into the water ſtarke dead: at ſight 


amazed eache one at the pꝛoweſſe of the other:but eſpecial- 


ly,he who had beene pꝛeſtrued from deach, beholdyng the

that miſerable Rouer(whom he had flaine with wonderful 


Fozce ) the michhtieft ſtroke þ euer hee did ſ& with his eyes: 
whole Companions but ſmallie diſmaied at the ſlaughter 
of their Companions , runnpng out of their Fozte in hea⸗ 
pes, allailed theſe two wozthy Rnightes furiouſly: who re: 
cetuyng their charge with greate aſſuraunce, made ſuche 
hauocke,p of thirty of them in halfe a quarter of an hower, 
there remained not paſt twentie: the halfe of whom beepng 
greeuouſlp wounded , they were by fine fozce compelled to 
geue ground: parte of whom leapte into the water to ſaue 
themſelues, the reſte that either thought the water ouer 
colde, 02 pcraduenture vnable to ſwimme, fledde to their 
Ship, addꝛeſſyng their Satiles to retourne thetber, from 
whence thet came: but omittyng the expedition requiſite in 
ſo vrgent neceſſicie,thep were all hewen in peetes, one ex- 
cept beepng reſerued, to vtter what people they were.

And did ſo muche by his woꝛthines and courage, chat hee, 
defeated the Charmes of the Enchauntereſſe, and dꝛaue , 
from thence the Deuilles: whodaiely raiſed vp anhozrible , , 
Tempeſt and vpꝛoare in the Caſtle : after departyng from 
thence,a victozious conquerour,he haſfedtohis Dame:re- ,, 
quiring her coperfourme her pꝛomiſe. She vnderftanding ,, 
thereof, and fozced to her extremities , ſettled her wittesto ,, 


the inuention of ſome miſchiuous pzactize:wherby the Gi⸗ „ 


auntes daie might bee abzidged , Wherefoze, albeit at the, 
firſt her outwarde countenaunce deſcried the inwarde mo- 
tions of her ſpicefull hearte yet to the entente ſheemought ,, 
the moze certainly entrappe hym vnwares, ſhe entertained , , 
hym courteouſly inough,and lookpng fooꝛthe at one of the 
caſementes ot her chiber windowe, that ſtode ouer againfte ,, 
a Parke, wherein the kyng her Father hadcauſed a greate „ 
multitude of Lions, Beares, Boares, and ſundꝛie other ſa⸗ 
uage beaſtes to be put, willed the Giaunt to lookt out at an 
other, that thei might talke together, whiche hee pꝛeſently 
did: Deemyng hymlelfe happye in receiupng ſuche faudur „ 


of his Dame . But as hee was in beginnyng to declare the 


vnkainednes ok his affections , the Dame who was wilye „ 
and guilefull.ſeemyng to giue attentiue eare to his ſpeach, 
did let fal( as though it were by miſregard) one of her Bꝛa⸗ 
ctlets, garniſhed ouer with fine Diamondes, Rubies, E+ ,, 
meraldes, and other Pꝛeciaus ſtones curiouſly wought, ,, 
which ſhe was accuſtomed to weare on her Armes: where: ,, 
at ſhe ſempng tobe ſomewhat agrieued,didcomplaine fo? „, 
the loſle ol her Bzacelet . Sei ſeeyng her griefconcet» ,, 
ued fo2 the want of ſoriche and pꝛecious a Jewell, and mi⸗ 
fruſtyng no whitche malice ofhis Maiſtris, offered rather, 
haſtely then wiliingly to deſcende 3 1 fit * ha 
| e.). er 
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ec her:thinking þ che loued him ſo wel, that ſhe wauld not per; 

©* mit hym to aſlubiec his perſon to ſuch eutdent hazardes a⸗ 
*© mong luche a number of wilde Beaſtes: but his expectation 
«© was deceiued. Fo: the Dame molt inſtauntiy required him 
* to doe it, and hee without gainelaipng oz delape , furniſhed 
with no defenſible thing, excepte his Dwazde only, deſcen⸗ 
e ded delluerly into che Packe of ramppng Lions and other 
*« cruell beaſtes : who had no ſooner percetued hym, but like

<* ſixe op ſcauen greate ſhippes to be rigged oz his ſpeedy a. 
1 3 ol the Realme of Qtſſuꝛto rhe ende he might 
sc eſcape the reache ot the kynges power bepng his Lowe, a⸗ 
© gainſt whom he would not foz any thing in the woꝛld make 
*« reſiſtaunce. Then commiteyng hymſelte to the Surges of 
*« the Dea,bearpug an Ocean of Paſſions in his mpnde,beo- 
vage his departure he tooke Congee of his Dame: who in 
©c ſtcede of Adieu, vomityng aut the venyme which ſhe caried 
ein her cankred ſdomacke, ſhe vybꝛalded him wa thouſande 
s iniur ies and pteuiſhe ſlaunders: whiche might haue appa⸗ 
e rauntlp allured the Giant of che ſpitefulnes ot his diſlopall 
©« Lady.Yec he making ſmall arcomꝑt thereof. and ſuppoſing 
that ſhe had ſpoken the ſame in ieſt perſaaded himlelfe,that 
( ſuch diſcourteſie and miſchieuouſnes, fiavpng no place in 
«c the heart ofſo fapze and louely a Dame) it could not be but 
that he was ardently beloued of her, ſauing p che would not

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baue it appeare, foꝛ feare leſt any ſhould thereof certiſie the 
king her father. {Uanderyng on the Mea, and blinded with, 
this falſe opinion, by aduenturt he diſcauered the faire Jle, , 
whiche with the apde of many of vs that were his eſpecial ,;

ſhall like you to beſtowe pour cdᷣuenient leaſure, in the rea 
dyng thereof, and that with vſurie: recityng vnto poube 
dzeadfull combate net wene the Youth of the Faieries, and 
— Giant $qzame/(who withhelde his hozfe and Armour) 
and ot the moſte couragious and knight Nabor, 
who had the good Swozde Dean arde, whiche he had cõ⸗ 
queted from the Giant Seareferabtand did cutte any thyng 
that it dis light vppon: e likewife the enchaunted Armour: 
whiche J perſwade my ſelf; hall yelde no leſſe delight vnto 
valiaunt knightes (who receiue pleaſure in hearyng ofthe 
woꝛthy actes ot᷑ dur aunceſtonrs) then the lone ful of bitter 
pleaſures and ſweete bitternes, betwerne the ſaide Youthe 
and the LadpPorphyrie, wil be plenſurtable to all beautiful 
and fauonrable Dames. Fo? will there deſcribe many 
other accidentes, no leſſe delectable then won⸗
